Homer Street Tracks to 
Remain. 

Hearings on Telephone Poles Bring Out Interesting 
Facts About Edison Plans. 


The regular meeting of the board of 
aldermen was held on Monday eve- 
tiing. 

President Saltonstall in the chair 
and Aldermen Daker, Bishop, Bos- 
soa, Bowen, Brown, Cabot, Carter, 
Dennison, Doherty, Ellis, Ensign, 
Hunt. Palmer, Riley, Stone, Under- 
wood, Webster, Weston and White 
being present.

HEARINGS. 

Hearings were announced upon the 
following petitions of the N. E. Tel. 
A Tel. Co:— 

Attachments on Elm road, ward 2

ward 2 

Attachment on Sumner st, ward 6. 
And on the following petitions of 
the N. A W.’Gas Light Co

Pole locations Oak st., ward 5 
Pole locations, Fuller st., ward o 
Attachments, Walnut st., ward 5. 

No one appeared and these hear- 
ings were severally declared closed. 

At the hearing on petition of N. A 
■\V. Gas Light Co for pole locations 
on Richardson st., Mr. A. O. Bab- 
bitt said he owned the house for 
which electric lighting was desired. 
He urged the necessity of giving his 
property this convenience and stated 
that a proposed route from a back 
street would necessitate much tres- 
passing on his land when new pole 
were required. 

Capt. F. L. Oakes, the tenant in 
Mr. Babbitt’s house also spoke in 
favor of the petition. 

A remonstrance from Mrs. C. I. 
Jewett by Hou. A. L. Harwood her| 
attorney was read and the hearing 
closed. 

The hearings on the following pe- 
titions of the X. E. Tel. A Tel. Co., 
for attachments on Cedar st., for pole 
locations on Commonwealth ave., 
Ward st., Rice st., Hammond st. 
Cedar st, Commonwealth av and 
Grafton St., were combined, 

Mr. H. S. Allen for the Co. said 
that these petitions were presented 
for the reason that the Electric 
Light Co. contemplated placing a 
high tension wire on the poles of the 
St. Ry. Co ill Commonwealth av. 
where the telephone wires were now 
located. Under the requirements of 
the Underwriters Association, it 
would then oe necessary to remove 
the low tension wires of the telephone 
company to some other location. The 
district had been carefully examined 
and the petitions covered what the 
Inspector of Wires, and the Electric 
Light and Telpchone representatives 
had agreed were the most feasible 
routes. The locations desired were 
solely for the purpose of accommo- 
dating the Electric Company and to 
reach the present subscribers of the 
telephone company. 

Supt. W. K. Holmes of the N. A W. 
(ias Light Co. said that in conse- 
quence of the purchase of this Com- 
pany by the Edison Company, it was 
proposed to dismantle the W'atertown 
plant and supply Newton from the 
SoutI) Boston station. This would re- 1 
quire a feed wire through Boston and ' 
Brookline to the transformer station ' 
aleady constructed on Homer st. The 
locations in Boston and Brookline to 
the Newton line had been granted. 
The Company proposed to rebuild the 
present poles on Commonwealth av 
and to make the Homer st station a 
touching point in a loop which would 
continue through Fuller st. Chestnut 
st, Oak st, Needham st and thence 
through Needham, and Dedham back 
to Boston. 

Mr. Geo. N. Goddard of Ward st 
for himself and neighbors opposed 
the petitions, saying it was immate- 
rial which of these companies had the 
locations but it was time to stop the 
dishguremeut of uur streets with these 
unsightly pules. We come out here 
from the city for the beauty and com- 
fort which we have and do not wish 
to look at these masts in our streets. 
Unless absolutely necessary these 
petitions ought not to be granted. 

Mr. T. W. Droctor said he lived on 
Hamm ond st, between Commonwealth 
av and Ward st and hts was the only 
bouse on that portion of the street. 


On the cast side of the street there is 
a line of poles now, and he strenuous* 
ly objected to another line on his side 
of the street or to the removal of the 
present line to the west side. He 
would not object to additional wires 
on the present line of poles. 

Mr. M. H. Gulesian objected to the 
proposed poles on Commonwealth av 
between South st and Waban Hill 
road, and Mr. Allen stated that this 
route had been covered by a right of 
way through Waban Hill road and 
private property and the petition was 
a mistake on the part of the stenog- 
rapher. 

Mr. E. L. Rugg of Rice stsaid they 
had the finest set of maples in the 
city on that street and while the poles 
were to be located on the opposite 
side he strongly objected to disfigur- 
ing the street. With underground 
construction at either end of Rice at 
he believed a conduit should be used 
rather than poles. 

Mr. F. H. Ratcliffe, said he lived 
on the maple side of Rice street and 
objected to the proposed disfigurement 
when conduits should be built. 

Mr. J. E. Huntress living at corner 
of Rice and Sumner sts said they 
had built in that place for homes 
and it was too bad to put up poles 
in front of our houses. 

Mr. Geo. B. Warren of Ward st said 
that as Company had agreed to con- 
struct a certain amount of underground 
each year why not cover this section 
under that agreement. 

Dr. W. P. Cooke of Sumner st said 
Rice st svas but 24 feet wide and the 
land on one side rises abruptly, thus 
making a pole line more disfiguring 
than on a level street. The Company 
evidently wishes to save their money 
and deface our homes. 

Dr. A. H. Stoddard owning land 
both sides of Rice st also protested 
earnestly against poles and inquired 
as to cost of underground. Mr. Allen 
in reply said that it was impossible 
to give definite figures as the nature 
of the soil varied in dllferciit locali- 
ties but it amounted to a substantial 
sum. Dr. Stoddard believed hovvever 
that Company ought to do it in Rice 
st. 

A letter of remonstrance was then 
read from Mr. W. R. Holt of Rice st. 

Dana Estes Jr of Waban Hill road 
said it would be more reasonable to 
require the Electric Company to put 
its wires underground. The Telephone 
Company cannot afford underground 
for its scattered subscribers, but the 
Electric Company is to supply the en- 
tire city and it would be better to 
have them construct the underground. 
He inquired as to reaching subscrib- 
ers on Waban Hill and when Mr. Al- 
len stated that arrangements had 
been made to reach them, Mr. Estes 
questioned the methods, as the pole 
rights recently given the Electric 
Company restricted the use to light- 
ing wires only. ! 

A letter of protest to poles on Cedar 
st was read from Mr. H. A. Ely. 

Mr. Allen in reply to questions said 
that the company proposed to use 
poles about 25 feet above the ground 
with the least objectionable construc- 
tion possible. Solely for local dis- 
tribution purposes. On Needham Oak 
and Chestnut sts another line of poles 
would be used by the Telephone com- 
pany. 

Mr. C. W. Eaton said this matter 
was to accommodate the Electric 
Company and he objected to incom- 
moding the citizens of Newton for 
that purpose. Let them bury their 
wires. 

The hearings closed at *J o'clock.

HOMER ST. TRACKS. 

Alderman Webster. Since our last 
meeting I have talked with some peo- 
ple relative to the position of the 
First churcli in this matter. They 
state that there is no disturbance now 
from the cars at the church services 
altho there may be some during the 
summer months. They are satisfied 
to allow the tracks to remain. The 
church is evidently divided on the 
proposition. Tlie evidence in favor 
of removing tracks is limited to those 
who drive or use autos. Last Sunday 
in 9 minutes on Commonwealth ave I 
counted 17 autos each going at the 
speed limit, and think of the danger 
to school children attempting to 
cross this avenue to reach the cars. 
If the churches of Newton are to be 
protected from the noise of cars, the 
tracks should come up on Walnut st 
as the noise at the Newtouville Meth- 
odist church is most annoying. The 
walk from Tarleton road to Common- 
wealth avenue is 1300 feet and quite 
an undertaking. Tne Railway Com- 
pany is still absolutely neutral in this 
matter. The main objection however 
is the expense. Our tax rate is high, 
our valuations are higher and cannot 
again be raised and the city should 
not be forced to this expense. 

Alderman White. 1 have been in 
favor of removing these tracks but

Newton 
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BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


The bill intended to encoiiragfc men 
in grooving old, or the bill known aa 
a measure to establish a system of old 
age pensions in Massachusetts, was 
not even allowed to grow old itself, 
for it was rejected last week by the 
House. The bill provided that any 
male citirycn of the State sixty^five 
years of age who has paid a poll tax 
twenty-live years who has not within 
live years been convicted of felony, 
and who has sustained a good mural 
character and has not been addicted 
to the use of intoxicating liquors, 
shall be entitled to receive Two Dol- 
lars a week. Probably one reason that 
defeated this measure was the excep- 
tions found in the bill. A majority 
in the legislature doubtless thought 
that a man who^iad reached the age 
of sixty-livc and had not paid a poll 
tax for twenty-five years and who had 
been addicted to the use of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, needed a pension more 
than the class entitled to one under 
the bill. There are thiec general 
classes of matters that conic to the 
legislature for consideration, snd this 
bill seemed to belong to the third 
class, therefore it is just as well that 
it fell by the wayside. Two dollars 
per week would hardly do more than 
to delay the inevitable. A man might 
as well take Dr. Osler*s remedy and 
done with it. Mr. Cole of Andover 
said that one of the problems before 
this strenuous nation was. what shall 
be done with the old men. That seems 
hardly a jiroblem with Dr. Osier and 
a certain well known Reaper abroad 
in the land. 


We are reminded in the Scriptures 
that one shall chase a thousand, and 
two shall put ten thousand to flight. 
That is about the standard of bravery 
established by the House of Repre- 
sentatives .last week. The campaign 
contribution bill was up and Luce of 
Somerville, who is the sponsor of the 
bill, was absent when the ayes were 
called on the measure. One would 
have thought that every other person 
in favor of the bill was absent with 
Mr. Luce, for there was not enough 
support given to the bill to furnish a 
decent burial ;but when the noes had a 
chance, the roof sUuped out of plumb 
a trlQIc; then Luce arrived and the 
shuuters went into their boots whUe 
the white feather waved at about 
every desk. What Mr. Luce could do 
with a thousand men, may have a de- 
gree of uncertainty about it, but cer- 
tainly he has obtained considerable 
control of pretty near two hundred 
and forty, for on the standing vote 
only forty-one mustered up the cour- 
age to stand up against the pure vote 
champion, and if a roll call hat been 
demanded, there is some doubt about 
there having been enough recorded 
against the measure to have told the 
story. Probably there are several 
men who could explain the reason of 
this sudden turn. 

There are sonic members of the 
House who, if they should pause In 
the midst of their speeches, would 
ascertain about how much inllucnce 
they have with the House, and how 
much good their remarks were doing. 
Less than a score of members com- 
mand the attention of the body, and 
less than a dozen evidently absorb the 
thoughts of those who listen. There 
are few factories in the State where a 
greater din is created by moving 
machinery tiian is manlfcit in the 
House when certain members arc 
talking, and when the gavel has to 
be lifted two nnd tlirec times to re- 
store order, these iiieinbers seem to 
be unmindful of the fact tliat they 
arc the cause for the disturbance. 
There are several men in cacli divis- 
ion who can secure the inattention 
of the House to a remarkable degree 
every time they are recognized by the 
Chair, and they have never yet tum- 
bled to tlic situation that as soon as 
they sit down the noise ceases. 


The Committee on Probate and 
Chancery reported a bill in the Senate 
tlie other <lay, which, if enacted into 
law will prevent the giving- of any 
entertainment for amusenient, upon 
the Lord’s Day, of whatever nature. 
Very likely some mudilication of tlic 
bill will be made regarding wiiat 
may be called legitimate entertain- 
ment, but it should be remembered 
that this bill is the result of the dis- 
graceful performances that have dc- 
lied alt sense of decency in Jloston for 
a long time, and lioston papers that 
arc cryiisg^ out against the measure, 
because it w’oiild prevent a Chicker- 
ing Hall Concert, should bear in mind 
that the “sacred” concert in such 
theatres us the Lveeum. Palace, and 
others, that are made possible because 
tliese papers advertise llieai, are re- 
sponsible for tills stringent legisla- 
tion. 


The Committee on Hoads and 
liridges has reported a bill to regulate 
the speed of automobiles and now, if 
the bill should become a law, we shall 
see how tlie automobile will crawl 
over the highways. There never was 


a law put upon the statute booka that 
the average automoblllst cared a rap 
for, except the law which made Im- 
prisonment possible, and even that is 
feared but little, for It docs not make 
imprlRonmcnt probable, only* possi- 
ble. This proposed law emphasizes 
the fact that it is to regulate the 
speed of automobiles so as to provide 
for a aeries of fines for over speed- 
Itig, and ft indirectly admits that the 
law regulating speed Is to be violated 
with impugnlty. Without doubt there 
la not a law In the statute that is in- 
variably disregarded as the law which 
is supposed to*rcgtilatc the speed of 
automobiles, and it is disregarded by 
the very class that pretend to be law- 
abiding people.^ 

Dating from last Saturday, the 
brown-tall moths are oflicially a nui- 
sance in Boston. To be sure, they 
have been so considered by most peo- 
ple who dwell in the brown-tail dis- 
trict, for some time, but it was not 
until last Saturday that the Boston 
Board of Health btaiided the insect 
with the oflicial hot iron of the city. 
Any citizen can hereafer proceed to 
put to death anv brown-tail moth 
without a bench warrant, and without 
fearing arrest for cruelty to insects. 
From April 1st, 1905, the brown-tall 
moth is aa outlaw within the bound- 
aries of the city of Boston, although 
it must be admitted that there are 
numerous other outlaws in the city 
that the Board of Health edict does 
not affect. 

President Dana was very consider- 
ate of Senator Taylor the other day, 
and indirectly, of the rest of the 
Democratic Senators frum Boston, for 
when Mr. Taylor had been defeated 
on the Police Listing bill. President 
Dana allowed the Senator to move to 
adjourn the Senate, and the motion 
prevailed. It was, therefore, demon- 
strated that the Boston Democrats 
could carry something in the Senate, 
even if it is only a motion to adjourn. 


It is intimated that Speaker Froth- 
ingham will not be a candidate for 
re-election next winter; cheer up, it 
may not be true. The pretty little 
fight that is to succeed the disappear- 
aace of Mr. Frothingham from the 
State House is likely to be deferred 
at least a year.

1, (Juacrc:— I r it true that with 
the new lawH governing taxes on in- 
comes, etc. the holder of u mortgage 
becomes liable for a part of the taxes 
on the mortgaged property and for 
how large a part? When was the law 
passed? If A the holder of a mort- 
gage upon B’s property is liable, can 
he avoid his share of the taxes? Has 
B. any way of obtaining A’s share of 
taxes paid by B during the previous 
years? 

2. Would it be possible for A. to 

transfer his interest in the property 
to X without B'b knowledge or con- 
sent? S. E. N. 

Answer: 1. The statuses provide 
that the mortgagee’s interest in real 
estate shall be assessed as real estate, 
and that the amount of this interest 
is the amount of the mortgage, pro- 
vided that docs not exceed the value 
of the land and buildings upon It. If 
the amount of the mortgage is great- 
er than the value of the property the 
excess is taxable to the mortgagee as 
personal property. The interest pay- 
able under a mortgage is not included 
in the tax on incomes, as it was made 
exempt in 1881. If the mortgage docs 
not provide who shall pay the taxes 
then it would seem they should be 
paid as assessed as above, although, 
as the court has said, the tax is a tax 
upon the land, and either the mort- 
gagee or mortgagor should pay the 
whole tax if necessary to protect his 
interest. If the mortgagor pays the 
taxes which the mortgagee should 
pay, the amount of tax so paid may 
be deducted from the amount due on 
the mortgage. 

2. The mortgagee may assign his 
interest in the mortgage and mort- 
gage note at any time without the 
consent or knowledge of the mortga- 
gor. 

Quaere:— I gave directions to have 
a piazza built on my wife’s house 
where we live. The bill was first sent 
to me and 1 paid part of it, but later 
the carpenter discovered that my wife 
owned the house and now proposes to 
sue her. 1 did not act for her or at 
her request, and meant to pay for the 
job myself as my share of the living 
expenses. The work was very inmrop- 
erly done, and we desire to contest a 
part of the bill. Is my wife liable? 
L. M. R. 

Answer: — It has been held in a 
case presenting facts very similar to 
this that the wife was liable. It 
turns upon the view of the facts 
which the jury take. The fact that 
the carpenter sent the bill to and re- 
ceived part payment from y'ou is 
evidence that he intended to look to 
you, but the fact that the work was 
done on your wife’s house is evidence 
which would warrant the finding that 
you acted as agent for your wife. If 
the jury takes that view then the 
well known principle of law will ap- 
ply, that a seller who deals with an 
agent as principal may upon discover- 
ing the agency proceed against cither 
the agent or the real principal as he 
deems best. 

But if the jury believes that yon 
intended to make a gift to your 
wife of this piazza, and that you 
were not acting as her agent then slie 
IS not liable.

A Serious Accident. 

The most serious accident which 
has occurred in Newton for years, 
took place Wednesday night at (':35 
o’clock, when two cars of the Boston 
Elevated Company came together in 
.a rear end collision at the junction of 
Washington and Park streets. 

For some time it has been tlie cus- 
tom, when cars from Boston are late, 
for the starter to run the inward 
bound car from Nouantm square until 
it meets the outward bound car, when 
the regular conductor and niotorman 
take the Boston bound car and the 
starter the Newton car. It seems that 
this was the case Wednesday night 
when the starter, George Ducette, 
was running the Newton car towards 
Nonantum square, and stopped to 
allow a passenger to alight. A second 
car in charge of conductor Andrew 
Erickson and Motorman Martin Walsh 
was following close, and when Dou- 
cette stopped the forward car. Walsh 
was unable to bring his car to a 
standstill and crashed into the car 
ahead with considerable force. The 
rear vestibule of the hrst car was 
completely demolished and the glass 
was broken in the windows ot both 
cars. The impact hurled the passen- 
gers of both cars to the floor and 
auany were cut by the flying glass. 
William Gero, 19 years of age, a clerk 
employed by John T. Burns, the real 
estate agent was the most severely 
injured, being cut about the face and 
neck and received concussio u of the 
brain. He was unconscious and was 
promptly removed to his home 64 
Charlcsbank road. Miss Annie Lush a 
domestic employed by Mr. W. B. 
Trowbridge ot Hunncwell terrace, 
was about to step from the forward 
car when the accident took place. She 
was thrown violently to the ground 
and received several cuts about the 
face and a broken elbow. Other per- 
sons reported cut and bruised were 
the Misses Nora, May and An- 
nie O’Brien of Adams st.. W. 
Keefe of Jewett at., Mrs. Grace De- 
Sault of Watertown st., e.x councilman 
W. F. Grace of Pearl st., William 
Segreve of Crescent sq, Miss Alice 
Kersting, Mrs. W. C. Fiske, Miss 
Addie Fiske of Waltham and Patrick 
Lee and Kolaiul J. Wilson of Bright- 
on. 

The injured were taken into the 
adjoining residence of Elisha Chapin 
and the oflice of H. C. Daniels and 
attended by Drs. E. K. Utley, F. K. 
Stubbs and Joseph Stanton. Most efli- 
cieut work was rendered by Sergt 
Burke and Oflicers Farrell, Lucey. 
McNeil and Desmond and the police 
ambulance. The wreck was speedily 
cleaned up by the Elevated Company 
und-witliin an hour cars were again 
running regularly. 

In the Confusion which followed the 
collision, bundles and pocket books 
carried by the passengers were hurled 
in disorder about the car floors and 
on the street without, and in the po- 
lice station there was a large array ot 
]jersonal property awaiting claim- 
ants. Mrs. W. C. Fiske of Waltham 
reported the loss of a pocket book 
containing a considerable sum of 
money, and many others reported los- 
ing bundles. 

Motorman WuUh slated that h!s 
controller had not been working prop- 
erly all the way out from Boston and 
that when he noticed the stopping of 
the car in front it refused to work aud 
his brake was unable to hold tlie car 
back with the slippery condition of 
the rails.

Death of Henry G. Cary. 

Mr. Henry tt. Cary, well known in 
musical circles in Boston and its vi- 
cinity, died at West Newton, Tuesday 
niornitig. Mr. Cary was born in 
Lempster, N. H. Doc. 4, 1829, the son 
of General William and Sophia 
(Hurd) Cary. He was tlic piouccr 
teacher of music in many ot the sub- 
urban towns, including Malden, Med- 
ford and Brookline. For nearly twen- 
ty years he taught in the Boston jnib- 
lic schools. Liberally educated, cul- 
tured, and his experience stipplciucnt- 
cd by extensive and frequent travel 
abroad, he was exceptionally well 
qualified for his chosen work. For 
twenty-five y’cars an active and in- 
fluential incmhcr of the Apollo Club, 
and for many years prominently iden- 
tified wiht the Handel and Haydn 
and Cecilia Societies, his musical 
ability was widely recognised and 
honored. He is surived by a widow. 

Funeral services were held from the 
residence of Mr. J. Franklin Ryder, 
Grove street, Auburndale, yesterday 
afternoon, Rev. Seth C. Cary of 
Winchendon ofliciating, The Bee- 
thoven quartet of Malden sang and 
the interment was at Amesbury.

PIR. T. B, flTZPATRICK HONORKD. 

Thomas B. Fitzpatrick, senior 
member of Brown, Durrell & Co., 
and one of New England’s leading 
Catholic merchants, has had conferred 
upon him the 1905 Laetarc medal, 
Notre Dame’s supreme distinction 
annually conferred upon a conspic- 
uous member of the Catholic laity of 
America, 

The medal conferred upon Mr. Fitz- 
patrick is in recogiition of a layman 
exhibiting “zeal and sound judgment 
in endeavoring to further the inter- 
ests of religion, morality and educa- 
tion.” 

Thomas B. Fitzpatrick is one of 
Boston’s most prominent Catholics 
and best known business men. His 
zeal for religion, his thorough know- 
ledge of affairs, his administ^rative 
ability, his untiring energy, and the 
facilties afforded him by wealth and 
position, enable him to achieve un- 
told good for his fellow-men. His 
name has of late years been Identified 
with all the great Catholic philan- 
thropic movements in Boston. 

He was largely responsible for the 
establishment ot the Working Girl’s 
Home on Union Park street, in charge 
I of the Gray Nuns. He is a director 
I and one of the chief supporters of the 
' Working Boys’ Home, He gave the ' 
site aud most of the funds for the 
Boston cottage at the Catholic* sum- 
mer school, Plattsburg N. Y. As 
president of the Boston Catholic 
Union, the most prominent Catholic 
social organization of the city, he 
was instrumental in providing a 
stately building for that society. He 
has long been one of the main props 
of St. Mary’s Infant Asylum. He 
contributed generously to the Catho- 
lic University, in Washington, D. C., 
and was the originator of the propos- 
al to secure 100 annual contributors to 
that institutinn. He has been treasur- 
er of the United Irish League since 
its cstabUshnicnt in America. His 
support of the Irish constitutional 
struggle for over 20 years is well 
known. In labor, "time and money his 
contributions to that cause have been 
estimated at many thousands of dol- 
lars 

The particular esteem and universal 
recognition which tiic Laetarc med- 
alist of 1905 enjoys ariong his fellow 
citizens may be gleaned from the 
fact that at the banquet on the occa- 
sion of Archbishop Williams’ golden 
jubilee, attended by Cardinal Gibbons 
and Archbishop Satolli, Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick was chosen to deliver the address 
of the Catholic laity. 

He was one of the founders of the 
Newton Co-operative Bank, of which 
he is now vice-president. He is also 
president of the Union Institution for 
Savings in Boston. The gocxl he has 
efl'ceted by his work in these co-oper- 
ative bunks is incalculable. His efforts 
along this line have made many poor 
families the owners of comfortable 
homes which otherwise they would 
never have possessed. 

^Mr. Fitzpatrick for many years was 
a;l)ighly respecteil citizen of West 
Newton but now is a resident of 
I Brookline.

cidciit that at leaat $7500 will be re- 
quired to put these side streets in 
shape and I canuot vote for the order 
under the circumstances. 

Alderman Palmer's excellent speech 
will be published in full next week. 

Alderman Weston then moved the 
previous question. Alderman Knsign 
thouf'ht everyone present ought to 
have a right to speak, and the motion 
was defeated, 7 to 11. 

Alderman*Bos.son : !f Homer street 
as too narrow for tracks, consider 
Walnut street which is much more 
travelled. Wc ought to consider these 
petitioners who represent $600,000 
valuation as wc take away something 
they have enjoyed for twelve years, 

Alderman Palmer. I would heartily 
favor removing tracks from Walnut st 
if it was paralleled by a boulevard as 
Homer st is and I would strongly op- 
pose removing tracks from Homer st 
if there was no other way of reaching 
Newton Centre. It is only a question 
of a covcnience to a few against the 
necessities of the thousands who use 
our streets. 

Alderman Bishop. After quoting 
from the Engineer's estimates, said 
that Cedar s( is the only public street, 
and as the city does not maintain pri- 
vate streets how can these expenses 
here enumerated become a burden on 
the city. Two of these muddy streets 
referred to have concrete sidewalks. 
He then read the names of petitioners 
in favor to show that there were 
others besides the church who wanced 
the tracks up and said that these peo- 
ple were interested in all matters that 
will improve the city and the appear- 
ance of its streets. 

Alderman Ensign : If these tracks 
are taken up and you put the side 
streets in order to satisfy these peo- 
ple it will mean $6000 expense. As 
the street railway is neutral, no such 
expense should be borne by the city. 

Alderman Ellis answered a question 
from Alderman Bowen as to previous 
agreement with Company as to con- 
tribution towards expense, in the 
affirmative. 

Alderman Bowen: Homer street 
must be repaired even if tracks are 
not removed. 

If taken up the Company will give 
S1500 towards the expense. From 
conversation with some of those who 
were bitterly opposed to removal at 
first it is evident that they desire as- 
surance that the street will be fixed 
up and that six months after there 
will be no complaint. There is con- 
siderable money spent each winter on 
Homer st and it U time the tracks 
came up. 

Alderman Brown. If tracks come 
up you force these people to use the 
side streets to take the cars. 

Alderman Ellis. 1 desire to be ex- 
cused from voting Last year’s board 
postponed this matter at my request, 
and as a result an arrangement was 
made with the Company. 

President Saltonstall. Something 
has been said regarding the interest 
of the Boston Elevated in this mat- 
ter. While it is absolutely false, under 
the circumstances, as an attorney for 
the Company 1 ask to be excused from 
voting. 

The order was then refused pas- 
sage, Aldermen Bishop. Bowen, Car- 
ter. Dennison, Palmer and Weston 
voting aye (6): Aldermen Baker, Bos- 
a&on. Brown, Cabot, Doherty, Ensign. 
Hunt. Riley, Stone. Underwood, Web- 
ster and White nay (12): Aldermen 
Ellis and the President excused, Al- 
derman Day absent. 

WASHINGTON STREET TRACKS. 

The order for turnout on Washing- 
ton st near Commonwealth av was 
then taken up. 

Alderman Webster. This matter is 
entitled to consideration. It means 
establishing a precedent of putting 
double trucks in a street less than 70 
feet in widtli, as this turnout is vir- 
tually a double track. Three of tlicni 
would reach to West Newton bridge. 
This is not the “poor, lean turkey” 
of the street railway system it is the 
best paying line in the citj’ and re- 
ceived its location without paying otic 
cent. The location siiould not be giv- 
en them without widening. The land 
is cheap and the expense is slight. 
The street ouglit to lie widened; it is 
only 2^2 1-2 feel from the track to the 
gutter line. Jt is wanted to relieve 
the cars from Norumbegi Park, 
which now stand on Cominonweulth 
av. Tliey will then stainl on Wash- 
ington bt. and it will be unsafe for 
public travel. If anything about a 
widening is to be done it must be 
done jirior to the passage of this 
order. It is fair to ask this company 
to deed to tlie city a strip of laud l':ii 
feet wide between Commonwealth av 
and t/reenough st and then when a 
widening is necessary, we will have 
the land. 

Alderman Brown This is fairly* 
near my home, and we ought not to 
put this track in at tliis point. The 
Company has an increasing business, 
and it means that this will be a 
standing place and a noisy, crowdel 
junction. There is not a better place 
in the city for a widening at so little 
expense and we are not warraoled in 
putting * in this turnout without a 
widening. 


Alderman Webster inquired if his 
amendment to require a widening to 
70 feet, which was defeated at the pre- 
vious meeting was in order, and the 
chair ruled against Its admission. 

Alderman Webster. I am sorry I 
cannot insist upon this amendment as 
I believe the Company should have 
this relief, if the street is widened. 

Alderman Ellis. After comparing 
the width of this street when the 
turnout is located with other points 
on the same street, where there is 
but one track at the present time, I 
find that there are many places where 
the street is still narrower than it will 
be here. The Worcester Co lias great- 
ly reduced the patronage of this line 
and it is not an enterprise now in 
which the company can afford to in- 
vest thousands of dollars in widening 
streets. This tnrnout will be a great 
convenience to thousands of people 
who use these cars, and I believe 
with prosperous times in the future 
the company will meet the city on 
much better terms in the matter of 
widening than they otherwise would. 
There will be no more cars standing 
there than before and the convenience 
of the travelling public will be great- 
ly increased. 

Alderman Palmer: — In considering 
this question I do not feel that the 
City’s interest is one thing and the 
railway company another? I believe 
they arc identical. We want the best 
possible service under the existing 
conditions and I believe they wish to 
give it. I think that we need be no 
more fearful of the orge of the rail- 
road company in public life than we 
would be in private life. In private 
life they are all honest fair men as 
much interested in the city's welfare 
as we are. A entere of business men, 
who are perfectly able to look out for 
the interests of the railroad 'company 
but at the same time interested in the 
welfare of the city. These men com- 
pare favorably with any like body of 
men in this country. It does not 
mean, however, that a fight must en- 
sue. It seems to me that this point 
should be considered carefully. If 
mistakes have been made in the past 
they* are not to serve as precedents 
now. We are anxious to obtain the 
best service possible for the public 
but not to impose too heavy a burden 
on the railway company. Thev are 
en toget|^turns for their 
vices. Wc should desire If posslbl t* 
arrange for the widening of Washing- 
ton Street not only where this turnout 
is built but between Greenough Street 
and the railway bridge but the finan- 
ces of the city will not allow it nor is 
the railway company in position to 
do their fair proportion. I believe 
from the statement made in their 
letter that they will take up this mat- 
ter fairly and honestly at the proper 
time when it is a public necessity’. 
The long run between Woodland Park 
Hotel and the railroad bridge has 
greatly delayed travel and it makes it 
impossible for the railway company 
to arrange a proper schedule and it is 
the cause of the high speed on Wash- 
ington Street. Now let us treat the 
railway company fairly. Insist on 
giving them good service and I be- 
lieve they will grant our desires. 

Alderman Ensign. I voted against 
the amendment in the hope that the 
Company would give us something 
fair, but their communication is 
very indefinite. If we grant thi.s lo- 
cition they obtain a vested right 
which will block future action, and 
the city’s interests are greater than 
those of a private corporation. 

City Solicitor .Slocum in answer to a 
question stated that it was very doubt- 
ful if a binding contract could be 
made'to require a future widening of 
street at expense of Company. If 
order for such widening states it is 
caused by street railway matters, 2-5 
per cent can be assessed upon the 
Company. 

Alderman Ellis. We have a letter 
which 1 admit has no binding 
force, but it imposes a moral obliga- 
tion which men of tlie standing com- 
posing this company will not avoid. 

Alderman Webster. Tlie people ac- 
commodated by this turnout come 
from Waltham and Boston and not 
from Newton. The turnout is not 
needed in operating tliis road which 
is admirably run. Vuu cun set your 
watch by its cars. 'I'hc ('otniiuny can 
purchase this land and deed it to the 
city, and the Company should have 
what they want if the city is protect- 
ed. 

The order was then adopted, Alder- 
inea Bishop, Bowen, Carter, Den- 
nison. Doherty, Ellis, I'almer, Riley, 
Stone, l.’nderwood and Weston (11) 
voting aye, Aldermen Baker, Bosson, 
Brown, Cabot. ICusign, Hunt, Web- 
ster and White (a) voting nay, I’res. 
Saltonstall excuse<l and Alderinaii 
Day absent. 

A report from the Finance Cominit- 
tee recommending leave to witiidravv 
on application of Martha E. Winters 
for Sjldiers’ Relief was accepted. 

A report from the Finance Comiiiit* 
tee relative to transferring $225. 7H 
from Ash Street Sciiool Acet to School ' 
l^oaii Sinking Fund and for grant of 
$44b fur Police and Auditing Depts 
was received and the accompanying 
order therefor read twice and adopted.

Death of an Artist. 

N. T. Lcgangcr, who died Friday 
at his home in Newtonville at the age 
of 71 after a short illness, was well 
known as a portrait and landscape ar- 
tist. He was born in Be’'gen, Nor 
way, in 1834, and came to the United 
States a few years before the civil 
war. He had studied art before he 
came to this country and at once be- 
gan to paint portrats in San Francis- 
co, in W’hich city he resided for a 
number of years. He also painted 
miniatures on ivory. 

Like all other young men of the Gol- 
den Gate, he had the mining fever, 
which led him to interest himself in 
“claims” which never proved profit- 
able. 

After the war he visited London 
and Paris and traveled for several 
years on the continent. He returned 
to New Y’ork and later came to Bos- 
ton, where he made his home of late 
years. He was very successful as a 
portrait painter and received commis- 
sions from some of the wealthy peo- 
ple of Boston and vicinity. His most 
successful picture, “The Three 
Heads” is owned by the family of the 
late Mr. Sanborn of the firm of Chase 
& Sanborn. 

In his landscape work Mr. Leg anger 
always succeeded in getting very 
beautiful atmospheric effects. He 
made his sky a fine part of the pic- 
ture. 

A wife and son survive him. 

His paintings h.ivc been accepted 
by the most exacting and critical body 
in the country, the New Y’ork Acad- 
emy of Art, and his work, always 
commanded higli prices, with patrons 
among the wealthy families of New 
England. 

The funeral was held from his late 
residence, Saturday afternoon, at 2:30 
Rev. Dr. H. J. Patrick ofliciating. At 
the request of Mrs. Leganger, au ad- 
dress was delivered by his neighbor 
and friend, Mr. L. L. Hamilton, 
which we will give In full next week 
The burial was in Newton Cemetery.

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Death of Geo. W. Morse. 


Gcorjfc \V. Morse of Ncwtoiivilic 
senior partner of the law tlrin of 
Morse, Hickey tS: Kenny of Boston, 
died of pneumonia at Marseilles, 
I'rancc, Saturday, having: reached 
that port early last week on the 
steamer Arabia from Domhay. • 
Mr, Morse was on his way home 
from a tour around the world. For 
sonic years he had sufTcred with a 
bronchial disease and it was hoped 
that this trip would be beneficial, but 
in recent letters he complained of a 
recurrence of his old trouble. 

(tCorpTC W. Morse was born in Lodi, 
Athens County, Ohio, Aup. 24, 1845. 
His father was Peter Morse, born in 
Chester, N. H., and his mother was 
Mary E. Randall, born in Bedford, 
Mass, both of old New England an- 
cestors. 

He was one year in the preparatory 
department Of Oberlin College, one 
year at Chester Academy in Chester, 
H. and was studylng^ in Haverhill 
Mass., in May, 1861 when he enlisted, 
then not quite sixteen years of age, 
as a private soldier in the 22(1 Massa- 
chusetts Infantry. He served four 
years and three moiitlis, havingr rc- 
ciilisted upon the field, and came homo 


Africa. He was a descendant of An- 
thony Morse of MarlhorouRh, Eng- 
land, who settled in Newbury. Mass., 
in and was also the ancestor of 

Jedediah Morse, the American geog- 
rapher, and Samuel F. B. Morse, in- 
ventor of the electric telegraph.

Mr. Woodbur.v gave a comprehen- 
sive idea of the different work in- 
volved in constructing a telephone 
line, the poles, wires, spans, conduits 
and cables. 

His remarks regarding underground 
construction we give in full as it is 
a subject of considerable interest In 


office of Charles G. Stevens of Clin- 
ton, and subsequently studied in the 
office of Chandler, Shattuck &. Thayer 
in Boston ; he was admitted to the 
Suffolk bar in June, 1869. He later 
took a course at the Ecole dc Droit 
and at the Sorbonne in Paris.

Louis Railroad Company. 


The first experimenters upon under- 
ground systems attempted to make 
them water tight, and also insulators, 
such as a solid mass of asphalt con- 
crete in which wires, frequently 
without insulation, were imbedded. 

The lack of satisfactory results 
caused the Bell Telephone Company 
to begin the development of the work 
under Mr. Joseph P. Davis, Chief 
Engineer, on the principle of pro- 
viding a conduit of substantia] con- 
struction containing ducts in which 
the cables could be placed or with- 
drawn, and relying upon the conduit 
merely to provide a protection against 
injury. 

A conduit was built in Boston 
which the ducts consisted of three- 
inch iron casing pipes treated by the 
hot coal tar process to defend against 
rusting, which were imbeded in a 
concrete of eight parts of fine roofing 
pebbles to only one of cement, aud 
this has remained in good order for 
twenty-two years. 

The manholes were made of brick, 
covered on the outside with coal tar, 
and,the foundations laid on plank 
covered with coal tar before the bricks 
were laid.

I used in New York, but there was not 
I a butlicicut supply of iron casing pipe 
in the market to supply the demand,

In rare instances short 
tunnels arc built, as under the canal 
and railroad at Trenton, N. J. 

In addition to the usual difilcultlcs 
which beset alt constructions under 
highways, the si^c of the manholes 
or underground chambers which 
afTord places for splicing cables or 
cliangine: their direction, as well as 
lending them from the conduits to 
centres of distribution, where the in- 
dividual pairs ol wires branch to the 
service of patrons, the si^c of these 
manholes render other occupants un- 
der Mic streets serious obstructions. 

Wh^n large underground work, sucli 
ns subways, arc built in cities, tlie 
changes in conduits as well as lines 
of pipes and sewers present difficulties 
of which it can only be said in the 
present available limits, that the 
changes were made. 

Underground conduits have wrought 
n great change in the housing of the 
telephone central station plant, as the 
rigidity of an underground system re- 
quires that the distributing centres 
should be of ecpiivalcnt pcrinaucncy, 
and the telephone plant could not in 
sncti cases be subject to the mutations 
of hired property, but must own the 
buildings. 

Therefore fireproof buildings have 
been constructed by telephone com- 
panies all over the country, until the 
Bell Telephone system owns the great 
est number of fireproof bulidings of 
aii 3 ' single interest in the country and 
its holdings of buildings and land in 
cities make it a vast reality enter- 
prise. 

If the underground conduits remove 
conductors from vicissitudes of decay 
of poles and exposure to storm and 
the hazards of foreign currents yet 
the underground conduits have the! r 
hare of mishaps. 

Breaks in water pipes or sewers dis- 
turb the foundations of these conduits 
rain storms flood them, illuminating 
gas percolates into them waiting to 
be ignited by a spark from a horse’s 
shoe at some leak around a manliole 
cover, or it may be lighted by men 
going to work in a manhole with a 
lantern looking for trouble— and find- 
ing it. I'he superficially attractive 
proposition of joint conduit systems, 
particularly in connection with a 
scheme of municipal conduits foi all 
electric wires, has been attended by 
serious occurrences. 

Crosses among liigh tension conduc- 
tors in cables occur from time to 
time, and if the wires of signalling 
systems were exposed in the narrow 
limits of a manhole, they would be 
disabled. 

In one city where an inclusive con- 
duit was laid by the municipality, the 
^7ork was fortunately in good hands, 
and the manholes were built very 
large, with the cables of v;:rious 
classes placed on supports upon oppo- 
site sides of the manholes, and the 
cables containing high tension wires 
were enveloped with split under- 
ground tile conduit tied together.

Queare:— I was injured in the elec- 
tric car collision on Park Street last 
Wednesday night I was seated quiet- 
ly in the front car which was run in- 
to by car 4f)9. I was badly shaken up 
and slightly bruised. The worst effect 
was CO my nervous system, which was 
badly unstrung, and I am unable to 
work Can I sue the Elevated? A. L. 

Answer:— In the old days in Eng- 
land when travelling was, on account 
of the highwaymen, a dangerous un- 
dertaking, the wise rule originated 
for the protection of travellers, that 
the carrier was bound to exercise the 
utmost care and diligence toward his 
passsengers. At one time the Courts 
went so far as to hold that the carrier 
was liable even for the violence of a 
mob which injured the passenger, on 
the ground that the passenger sliould 
be protected from collusion between 
the carrier and the lawless elements 
Although the carrier is no longcrs an 
insurer, still for the necessary protec- 
tion of the public a railroad or street 
railway company is bound to exercise 
towards its passengers the utmost 
care which the circumstances permit. 
The negligence of its servants is the 
negligence of the company, and un- 
der the circumstances of this case 
the jury would in all probability re- 
gard the collision as resulting from 
the negligence of the starter running 
the rear car. In a recent case, how- 
ever tlie Judge sitting without a jury, 
found in favor of the coni])a«T, wliere 
a rear end collision was caused by 
the moisture on the rails “notwith- 
ttanding all reasonable and proper 
efforts used by the motormaii in 
charge of the rear car, in applying 
the brakes and reversing the power.” 
And this finding was upheld by the 
Supreme Court, so here tlie conten- 
tion of the railway company would 
probably be that the coIHbIou was 
purely accidental, and not the result 
of carelessness, and that is a ques- 
tion for the jury. If, however, the 
accident was not caused merely by 
the slippery condition of the rails 
but by some defect in the brake In 
the rear car, then there is no doubt 
that the company is liable. 

You may bring suit against the 
company, and your damages will in- 
clude actual injuries, nervous shock, 
doctors and hospital bills and loss of 
wages and earning capacity resulting 
from the accident.

The reports In the Boston papers of 
the recent accident on the Elevated 
system in this city were so sensa- 
tional in their nature and eaxggcrated 
in fact that we deem it of suflicient 
importance to enter an emphatic pro- 
test against such journalism. Head 
lines of “scores injured” wliea as a 
■matter of fact only five people were 
hurt, shows an undue tendency 
towards exaggeration and many of 
the affecting incidents of the printed 
story only existed in the vivid im- 
agination of the reporter. 

Only a week previous one Boston 
paper published a story regarding 
&oaie alleged prize fights which had 
been pulled off in Newton under the 
noses of our unsuspecting police. As 
.a matter of fact, the prize lights were 
simple sparring matches before some 
local bowling teams, held under ad- 
vice of competent counsel and were 
strictly within the law. The publica- 
tion of such a story cast an implica- 
tion upon our police department and 
many persons, who read the story will 
receive a prejudice against our police 
which is wholly undeserved. 

It is this false sentiment created 
by sensational reports which is un- 
fair, to say the least, for when 
enough of that kind of impression 
has bean created, an unreasoning de- 
mand comes from the populace for 
this, that or the other, and innocent 
persons have to suffer for journalistic 

We have seldom had cause to differ 
from the conclusions reached by our 
excellent board of aldermen, but in 
the action taken on the removal of 
car tracks from Homer street, wc be- 
lieve that the board has not taken 
the course demanded by public con- 
venience and necessity. 

Tor the lirst time in this city, a 
local and illogical sentiment has ob- 
scured the public interests, and for 
the first time in the history of our 
city government, the act of a filibus- 
tering minority in a prior board has 
been approved by the aldermen. Fil- 
ibuster and private sentiment have 
won the fight over common sense and 
public convenience. 

The Nesvton Automobile Club are 
certainly doing the public a service 
as well as themselves in offering a 
reward for the conviction of persons 
throwing broken glass in the streets. 
.Success to their efforts. 

An Artist’s Eulogy. 

The following eulogy was delivered 
by Mr. L. L. Hamilton at the funeral 
of the late N. T. Leganger. 

The hand and brain of genius has 
been stilled. That highest gift which 
mankind possesses, has passed away 
in this man who has left us. He was 
an artist as sensitive in his commun- 
ion with Nature as the delicate flowers 
which his brush could produce upon 
canvas, and as broad in his wide 
vision of Nature as the mountains 
and sky on which lingered under his 
art the most glorious of colors and 
magnificence in detail. 

His works in landscape copies from 
Nature, were inspired with a genius 
as grand as that of any a rtist who 
has prece ded him. 

I have had the pleasure of his ac> 
(juaintance for many years, and have 
often followed his vs'ork in art, and 
have been privileged to read the 
heart of this man. His whole soul 
was bound up in his art, and he could 
only work when inspired with the 
forms of wondrous heauty and mag- 
nificence which lay slumbering until 
aroused in his brain and soul. Those 
visions of transcendent color, of 
blending in detail and harmony 
which only Nature in her exquisite 
groupings of form and color can 
crea.’e, were reproduced by this hand 
and brain with a skill and entrancing 
beauty, that should make us all stand 
in awe and reverence before these 
sacred remains. His heart belonged 
to Nature; his soul was given to Art, 
that most elevating of all the forces 
which has ujilifted man from the 
ages of barbarism to that of our 
highest civilization. 

Wherever Art fiourishes, mankind 
reaches the highest development. 
These men who work for mankind as 
artists are engaged in as holy and 
beneficial work fur mankind as that 
of the minister or priest, for their 
calling and work leaves an impres- 
sion on the soul which lasts through 
generations, and cultivates communi- 
ties and Nations wherever their 
creations come under the vision of 
man. Every Nation has appreciated 
this fact, and the works of the great 
Masters in Art are preserved with 
scrupulous care in art museums to 
elevate by their influence the stand- 
ards of culture.

A Suicide. 


The community was terribly shock- 
ed late Tuesday afternoon by the 
news that Mr. Clarence M. Merriam 
of Ridge avenue had committed sui- 
cide at Clark's Hotel, Boston, by 
shooting himself in the right temple.

Lying diagonally across the toot of 1 
the bed, and with one foot on the 
floor, was Merriam His head and 
the pillow were covered with blood, 
and on the floor lay a 32-caliber re- 
volver. Merriam was dead, and to all 
appearances had been so several 
hours. Parolman Linton of station 4 
was called, and Undertaker Jones took 
charge of the body, pending the 
action of Medical Examiner Draper. 

Mr. Merriam had lived in Newton 
Centre for about six years. He was 
a native of Waterbnry, Ct., and a 
graduate of Williams College. Pre- 
vious to coming to Newton he had 
resided in the XVest. He belonged to 
the Newton Club, Squash Tennis 
Club and the Newton Centre Golf 
Club. Neither his family nor friends 
are able to advance anv reason why 
he should have taken his life. He 
had not been suffering from any 
serious illness, and, so far as is 
known, he was making a success of 
his business. 

His family consists of a widow an d 
two children.

BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


The readers of this paper may some- 
times wonder how it is that the ex- 
penses of running the State Govern- 
ment are so enormous. It should be 
remembered that the affairs of this 
Commonwealth arc practically in the 
hands of commissions; a system that 
has grown up within comparatively a 
short time, and that State Govern- 
ment by commissions is doubtless the 
most expensive method of adminis- 
tration known ill human history. 
There are in Massacliusetts more 
than tifty boards of commissioners 
providing place for many hundreds of 
people who tind this method of secur- 
ing a livelihood preferable to depend- 
ing upon the uncertainties of an em- 
ployment bureau. Take, for example, 
and only for example. House Bill No. 
92, which is an act to make appropri- 
ation for salaries and expenses in the 
Department of Tax Commissioner 
and Commissioner of Corporations. 
This bill disposes of 937o50 and the 
dose is taken every twelve months. 
Out of this sum the Commissioner re- 
ceives a salary of $3,500; the Deputy 
Commissioner $2,500; First Clerk, 
$2,000; Second Clerk, $1,500; “and 
for such additional clerical as- 
sistance as these Clerks may 
need for the despatch of public busi- 
ness,” a sum not exceeding $19,500, 
is appropriated. It will be seen by 
the above that the additional clerks 
get away witli a little more than half 
the entire appropriatiou. For inciden- 
tal and contingent expenses of the 


CommisBion, a sum not exceeding 
$4,150 la given, and for the expense 
of state valuation under the direction 
of the Commissioner, $3,000 U donat- 
ed, and $1,000 is then pushed under 
the door to print the report. This Is 
only one example for those to study 
who are wondering how it Is that the 
taxes arc high, higher today than 
ever, and this example Is not selected 
because of its striking prolligacy; it 
is only an average appropriation hill. 
House BUI No. 85 scatters $25,000 
with the same case and with the same 
generous hand. In this case the state 
printer gets $5,500 for printing the 
report. It might be predicted in pass- 
ing, that the owners of this paper 
would doubtless exchange place with 
the state printer and throw in the 
Exchange List to boot. State Treas- 
urer Chapin, who seems to be getting 
on to things, ought to prepare a lec- 
ture to be delivered during his vaca- 
tion, entitled, “The State Debt” who 
and what makes it? 

The Senate saw the sliadosv of a 
veto on the wall the other day, and 
recalled from the Governor and then 
rejected the bill which provides that 
Section 36 of Chapter 104, Revised 
Laws, so far as it provided that halls 
used for theatrical purposes in any 
building shall not apply in cities of 
less than 20,000 inhabitants to halls 
which were used for theatrical ^ pur- 
I poses prior to 1904. The events just 
preceding this action In the Senate 
reminded one of things that occurred 
during the administration of Governor 
Crane, he of an -iron hand in a velvet 
glove, who “ read no proclamations 
from the housetops, yet when lie went 
to bed nights, always left things at- 
tended to and *he alarm clock set. 
Douglas seems to have taken a leaf 
out of Crane’s “line a day,” and put 
it where he can sec it wlien he is 
seized with a conviction. 

j Governor Douglas may iiave his 
weaknesses, he would be a most re- 
markable exception among leading 
Massachusetts Democrats if he did 
not possess some, but he evidently is 
not so weak as to be influenced by 
tlicsc silly attempts to put him in line 
for the Democratic nomination for 
^ President four years hence, at least 
I he is so judged at the State House, 

! vvlicrc is perhaps better known than 
■elsewhere in political life. The Gov- 
ernor impresses one as being without 
undue political ambitions and he very 
likely looks upon these effervescent 
public meeting demonstrations as 
about as fleeting in their influence as 
are mountain mistb. The present ex- 
ecutive of Massachusetts will have 
been so long out of oflTcc wlicn the 
time comes for naming the successor 
for President Roosevelt, that he will 
appear to be among the advance 
guard in Osier’s brigade. 

The sequel to^ that little incident 
mentioned in this paper last week 
about the so-called Luce direct nom- 
ination bill, was brought to the sur- 
face last week in the House by one of 
the most remarkable incidents that 
was ever enacted in that chamber. 
Wednesday the House debated the bill 
for some time ,and at the close it was 
defeated on a tie vote, 99 to 99. Luce 
gave notice that he should move the 
□ext day to reconsider, and when the 
time came, the matter was taken up 
and again defeated by a tie vote 90 to 
90. It is doubtful if ever before, two 
roll calls were taken upon two suc- 
cessive days on a given matter, result- 
ing in a tie vote each day. If the 
action of the House upon direct nom- 
ination foreshadows public opinion, 
the referendum might be applied on 
this question with interesting results. 

If there is one piece of legislation 
that has absorbed the undivided at- 
tention of an individual member, it 
is the bill, or was the bill, relating to 
theatres on the second floor of a build- 
ing. Representative Ames of Orange 
had fixed his heart on this measure 
and had bound his future about the 
theatre in Orange, which was threat- 
ened by the bill. If he attended a 
theatrical performance in Boston with 
any of his legislative friends he was 
not absorbed by the artistic action on 
the stage before him, but was think- 
ing of his home play house and dis- 
cussinc with his friends the impend- 
ing fate of the Orange Opera House. 
It was nut surprising therefore, to see 
the clouds roll away from the brow of 
the Orangeman when a despatch was 
read by Senator Burns at the W. M. 
C. Club last Wednesday, that tlic 
Orange Opera House was burned to 
the ground, parapliasing slightly a 
well known scriptural passage, “be- 
hold how great a matter a little tire 
consiuueth.” 

So far, the legislature has been 
kinder to Governor Douglas than it 
was to Governor Bates of recent 
memories. It very kindly killed the 
over time bill last week instead of 
letting it go to the Governor and 
lead him to execution, as it did Bates 
last year. If Douglas had been called 
upon to face that much-ado-about- 
nothing piece of legislation, he would 
have had a series of night sweats un- 
til the time limitation had expired. 
Why couldn't last year's legislature 
treat the Chief Executive*with some 
couiiideration instead of continually 
dodging around the corner and call- 
ing back “it's up to you John L., it’s 
up*to you.” 


In scat No. 12, at the right of Pres- 
ident Dana, sits a modest appearing 
Senator who seldom takes part in the 
proceedings, except to vote Intelli- 
gently, and when he leaves his seat 
to walk across the Henate Chamber, 
the casual observer would hardly give 
him a second thought, yet Henator 
Converse of Winchendon is thought 
more of by the children than ail the 
rest of the august body put together. 
He is the largest manufacturer of 
children’s toys in the world, and some 
of the figures that he would give in 
a conversation with you, would reveal 
the fact that the Rtccl Trust; Chicago 
hog trust, or Standard Oil, do not do 
it all. Santa Claus is Senator Con- 
verse’s best customer, and that 
famous chimney climber would have 
to go out of business if Senator Con- 
verse should shut up shop.

Ill a brief item rccentlv aiuiouiic* 
itjp that 77 alarms for nre had been 
received by the Fire Ilept. in the 
asliort space of five days, lies a long 
story of hard and faithful work by 
the orticers and men composing our 
fire fighting force. While it is true 
that the greater part of the large 
number of alarms were for trillitig 
causes, yet it should be borne in 
mind that if neglected, even these 
Tsmall brush fires may do considerable 
damage. While the department is to 
be congratulated therefor on the work 
accomplished, the persons who through 
carelessness or wilfulness, were the 
cause of fire alarms should be made 
to feel the full force of a public opin* 
ion which strongly condemns any act 
whereby property is menaced, and 
needless work put upon the fire de- 
partment. 

The board of aldermen are not con- 
sistent. The priv&'e interests of the 
residents of the Ho tier street section 
are considered sutficient to cause the 
continuation of public inconvenience, 
while the wishes of fourteen voters 
out of si.Nteen in a matter of change 
of ward lines, where there are abso- 
lutely no public interests, are em- 
phatically refused. 

The increase In certain license fees 
is a step in the right direction and 
we trust will keep down the number 
of applicants for these privileges in 
the city, The number of junk men 
is now large and tlie higher fee ought 
to prevent any increase. 

Representatives Warren and Lowell 
evidently do not voice the sentiment 
of their constituents in their oppo* 
sltion to the direct nomination bill. 

It is so rare that they vote oti the 
wrong side that this action is notice- 
able.

H. Chapin Sawin Dead. 

As the result of a bicycle accident. 
Mr. fl. Chapin Sawin, for thirty 
Uircc years, master of the Digclow 
grammar school, died this morning at 
9;20 at the Newton Hospital. 

II appears that Mr. Sawin was 
coasting on his bicycle down the 
north side of Commonwealth avenue, 
towards Washington street about 5:30 
yesterday afternoon, when he was 
thrown violently to the ground when 
near the foot of the grade, striking 
upon hU face. Assistance was imme- 
diately rendered by persons nearby, 
and nurses and physicians summoned 
from Dr. Paine’s sanitarium. He was 
attended by Dr. Downey until the 
police ambulance arrived and took 
him to the Newton hospital. 

Mr. Sawin was born in Saugus, 
Mass., 62 years ago. He received his 
appointment as master of the Bigelow 
school in Ocober 1871, and since that 
time has served the city to the com- 
plete satisfaction of everyone. His 
death will come as a shock to the 
thousands who have been under liis 
instruction and who admired him both 
as a teacher and as a man. 

Mr. Sawin is survived by a widow, 
and one son, Edward C. Sawin of 
Wollaston.

Among the most striking illustra- 
tions that arc furnished the people of 
the Commonwealth may be mentioned 
the business end of the city of Bos- 
ton. This city began to win notority 
early in its history and she has added 
to this notority, even if she has not 
gathered renown, in the recent years 
of her history. With little prospect 
that Boston is to be improved in her 
administrative equipment, she is 
seeking to set herself up in business 
and yearns to gather into her wobling 
control the public service interests of 
the city. The general reader has lit- 
tle conception of the magnitude of 
these interests and perhaps no idea of 
the vast responsibilities surrounding 
their operations. In round numbers, 
the property included in the public 
service corporations of.'Boston amount 
in value lo the enormous sum of 
$70,000,000. Now the Comon Council 
of the City (and it was never more 
common than at present) has voted 
unanimously, without a single debate 
or public hearing, to take possession 
of these vast interests, pay for them, 
and run them on the City’s account. 
The Board of Aldermen, with two ex- 
ceptions, has accepted the action of 
the Council and the Mayor, without 
taking action, has allowed the propo- 
sition to become a law. Of course 
this action must be repeated next year 
in order to become effective, but so 
far as ttie administration of the City 
is concerned, that body lias taken 
action and committed the citizens to 
municipal ownership. 

The two Instances where the City ' 
has endeavored lo do business hereto- 
fore, are the running of the East Bos- 
ton ferry, and a city printing plant. 
The former has run behind since it 
became a city institution to tlic tune 
of $1,603,033, and the printing plant, 
after being christened with much : 
ceremony and the breaking of a bottle 
of Irish whiskey over its bow, has 
been sold for old junk with a loss that 
about coveri the amount of money 
which the City invested in the ven- 
ture. The action of the powers down 
in City Hall, which has been alluded 
to. was taken when the City was on ! 
the verge of bankruptcy, having ex- I 
ceeded the debt limit long ago, and 
the tax rate drawing blood every time 
that the wheel is turned. Of course, 
it should not be concluded for a 
moment that the action of the admin- 
istration of Boston should be credited 
to the influence of W. R. Hcarst's 
Boston American, but it is well 
enough to retnentber ttiat wherever 
Hearst is printing a paper, municipal 
ownership is being agitated, and that 
wherever a certain “Professor” who ; 
is under the pay of a certain agitator 
for municipal ownership, is promul- 
gating his theories, the irresponsible 
in citizenship is being impressed witli 
the idea that it is “it.” 

Representative Taft of Worcester ^ 
scooped the game in thd session of j 
last Friday and tlie bucket-shop bill, I 
as passed by the Taft amendment, ! 
gave the State Street brokers a head- 
ache. These brokers came up the hill, 
clothed in all their glad clothes to 
witness the downfall of their liatcd 
rival, and when they went down they 
looked smaller than the old State 
House tiiat stands at the head of their 
alley looks, bv comparison with the 
modern structure on Beacon Hill. 
Representative Taft would have been 
s^ld under the hammer at the Stock 
Exchange ths next day cheaper tiraii 
would the body of Crispus Attacks, 
tlie negro who was murdered a him- 
nred and tliirty-live years ago, almost 
opposite the spot where the stock 
Exchange now stands. These labor- 
ing men from (he industrial institu- 
tion down on .State Street saw the an- 
ti-lnickct-shop bill reach engross- 
ment, but only after Mr. Taft hud ad- 
ded an amendment which broadens 
tile original bill so tiiat all margin 
sales not completed by actual pur- 
chr.se of stock, were declared illegal. 

The trading on margin is not all 
conliiied to bucket shops, and the men 
who framed the original l>ill ajipre- 
cidtocl tlidt fact very well indeed, and 
they aimed to draft it so tiiat it would 
only gather in tlie genuine out and 
out bucket shop keeper. The Taft 
amendment makes every hrin, no 
matter how high its standard, liable, 
and there was a well deiiued doubt 
whetiier in aiming lo kill bucket 
shops, Ibc State Street doanciers had 


I not cut a nolc Into the bottom of their 
I own craft, which would mnkc it 
I rather risky to venture far from the 
I dock. 

The early adjournment hopefuls arc 
jubilant na we go to press, and the 
prospective prorogation is set down 
for about May 10th. There arc others 
who have neon the candle put out at 
the .State House before, and they turn 
away with a far away look in their 
eyes tiiat seems to nay "Now, listen 
and hear the echo.” Business has 
been dispatched with commendable 
alacrity within the past two weeks, 
but there arc matters yet coming 
along that may retard progress very 
perccptably, and the factor which 
always gels In its work with consid- 
erable cfl'cctivcncss is the approach- 
I ing warm weather, when the Solons 
feel the need of watching a ball game 
more than they do the legislative 
game at which they have been play- 
ing for so many weeks. If you liave 
a calendar in your house, just look 
and sec what day of the week May 
19th falls on.

(Juaere:— III the paymeut of the 
French Spoliation Claims, if one or 
more hclra of the original “stifTcrcr” 
cannot be found, and it is not known 
whether they arc living, or if so 
where, what is the law as to the 
length of time for which the executor 
shall hold their share, in the expecta- 
tion that they will appear, and is it 
the law that at the end of that time 
he shall distribute said share equally 
among the other heirs? A sister of 
tliose heirs who disappeared is living 
and her residence is known. L. R. 

Answer: The French spoliation 
c'aims arose front the depredations of 
French cruisers upon our commerce 
an 1 from the judgments of French 
prize courts, and could have been en- 
fo'ced against France only by our 
government, cither by diplomacy or 
by wa-. In the negotiations leading 
up lo the treaty^ of ^September 3, 1800, 

8 Stat. 178,thcac claims of individuals 
were presented by our commissioners 
to France, who in turn asserted 
claims as a nation against this gov- 
ernment for failure to comply with 
treaty guaranties and action in con- 
travention of treaty. The sufferers 
from the French spoliations have con- 
stantly contended that, by that treaty 
as finally agreed on and ratified, all 
claims for indemnity were mutually 
renounced, and that, therefore, an 
oligation to indemnify them rested 
upon our government. 

March 31, 1891, Congress passed an 
act providing in effect for pavment to 
the next of km ot the “sufferer.” 
The next of kin arc thos-- who were 
next of kin at the date of the passage 
of the statute and are to be deter- 
mined as if the original siiftcrcr had 
died at tlia* date. The unexplained 
absence of a person unheard of for 
seven years raises a presumption of 
death, hence ou such absence the Pro- 
bate Court may, after such notice as 
it may order, decree distribution to 
the descendants of the absent party 
or if there is no proof of Issue then 
to the next of kin in accordance wi+h 
our statute of distributions. In this 
case the sister, if there are no other 
brothers or sisters of the absentee and 
if his parents are dead and he han no 
living descendants, would take the 
whole of his share. 

Quaere My father made a will 
soon after he married my mother, 
who died shortly after I was born. 
He later married again and had a son 
and daughter by the second marriage 
He has recently died and my step 
mother's lawyers tell her that the will 
is void. She says if it is valid she 
will waive Its provisions. The will 
leaves certain property to “my chil- 
dren.’’ Please tell me 1st: is the will 
valid; 2n<] : if it Is not, what shares 
do 1 and my half brother and sister 
take: 3rd: what is the cflect of my 
step mother’s waiver of the will?

Anwser— Under our law, marriage 
revokes any will made prior to it, and 
not in contemplatioiT of it. In your 
case it is evident that the will was 
not made In contemplation of your 
father’s second inarriage.cvei: though 
he did 833’ to “my children.” The 
marriage therefore revoked the will. 

2iul. Since your father died intes- 
tate and leaving children, your step 
mother will take one-third of the per- 
sonal property and one-third of the 
real estate remaining after payment 
of debts and charges of settling the 
estate. The reinaitiiug two-thirds 
will be ctjually divided between you 
and your half brother and sister, since 
under our law kindred of the half 
blood inherit C(|iia]Iy with those of 
the whole blood.
